Early Ending to 
U. S. Emergency 

WASHINGTON, Fch. 19 (/P)— PrcBidcnt Truman today 
naked consrcss for IcRisIntion to make jwssiblc "an early 
ending" of the state ol national emergency under which the 
country has lived since 1939. 

Mr. Truman asked outright repeal of 24 laws, propoaed 
that 3G other emergency statutes bo allowed to lapse upon 
a declaration of the end of the emergency, and recommended 
that most of 20 defense appropriation measures be wiped out. 

Mr. Truman proposed that only 12 of "more than 100" 
emergency acts still on the books be extended by permanent 
legislation.
